The Iron Ar/e says editorially: “The fact that the water in the various 
streams of the New England States has been exceptionally low during this sea¬ 
son again directs attention to the necessity of gradually substituting steam for 
water-power. A number of causes have conspired to diminish the supply, and 
it is now reported as rapidly failing in many places. On the whole, however, 
it is probable that with the present state of the market the drought will not be 
without beneficial effects, preventing an excessive accumulation of stock, and 
thus holding out brighter prospects for the future. At the same time the con¬ 
ditions may not always prove so favorable, and cases will unquestionably arise 
when the curtailment of production such as is now rendered necessary will be 
attended with serious inconvenience. It is evident'that in these days of high- 
pressure business enterprises there are very few important lines of manufac¬ 
turing which can afford to depend upon water-power, especially as its economy 
over steam, under the most favorable conditions, is so small as to warrant a 
doubt whether it is not largely imaginary. 

# Compared with last year the imports of iron and lead show a heavy decline, 
while steel is coming over in much larger quantities. Tin imports are about the 
same in quantity, except as to slabs, which are increased about 20 percent. In> 
ports of cutlery and hardware are almost nominal. 

Although inactivity has existed in the general hardware trade during the 
past month, many experienced hardware men regard the future outlook as 
very encouraging. 

Piracy of trade-marks has repeatedly attracted attention both here and 
abroad, but, notwithstanding the heavy penalties imposed in a few cases, the 
practice has not yet been entirely suppressed. Thus, United States Consul 
Van Riper, at Moscow, Russia, in a recent report remarks that, it) trying to in¬ 
troduce American tools at different Russian establishments, he invariably en¬ 
countered ^“American articles” of foreign pianufacture, principally from

Germany, bearing American trade-marks. Although the genuine American im¬ 
plements were of superior workmanship, it was found an extremely difficult 
matter to effect sales, the very much inferior imitations being offered at greatly 
lower prices. As a Russian will always buy that which is cheapest, regardless 
of quality, it is evident that American goods in that market labor under a serious 
disadvantage. We hope, however, no effort will be made to extend our Russian 
trade by lowering the quality standard. Cut-throat trade of this kind soon be¬ 
comes ruinously unprofitable, and the less our manufacturers have of it the 
better for them. It would be much better to take steps to secure the adequate 
protection of their trade-marks abroad, and to build up such a trade as high- 
quality standards will command .—Iron Age. 

Responsibility of Railroads for Breaking Stoves in Transit. — In the 
case of Lee vs. St. Paul, Minneapolis and Manitoba Railway Company, decided 
recently by the Supreme Cou't of Minnesota, it appeared that the plaintiff 
shipped at Chicago,'by the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad, a carload of 
stoves consigned to himself at Moorhead, Minn, The stoves were carried over 
the Chicago and Northwestern and Omaha railroads to St. Paul, and thence 
to their destination over the defendant’s line. The defendant, instead of trans¬ 
ferring them to its own cars at St. Paul, allowed them to be carried over its own 
road in the car in which they had been carried from Chicago, and billed them 
through in that car from St. Paul to Moorhead without opening it or inspect¬ 
ing the contents. When the car was opened, upon reaching its destination, 
the stoves were found to be badly broken. Plaintiff sued the defeudant for 
damages and recovered judgment. This judgment and an order denying a 
new trial were affirmed by the Supreme Court, which in the course of its 
opinion, said : “ Where goods have been transported by several successive car¬ 
riers, and it appears that they were in good condition when delivered to the 
first carrier, the jury may presume, in the absence of evidence to the contrary, 
that the goods reached the hands of the last carrier in the same condition 
as when delivered to the first carrier on the line. This rule is founded upon 
important considerations of public policy. This rule is not modified or changed 
by the fact that the last carrier, instead of transferring the goods, transported 
them over its linedn the foreign car in which it received them. As a matter of 
convenience to the carriers themselves, this is usually done where the freight 
is reeeived in carloads for a common destination. To indulge in a different 
presumption in such cases would, as business is now conducted, practically ab¬ 
rogate the rule referred to. We can hee no distinction in this respect between 
goods transported by the carload in a locked car and goods transported in a 
package nailed or otherwise fastened up. If there can be any difference, it 
would be in favor of applying the rule more strictly in the former case than in 
the latter, for we see no reason why the carrier would not have the right to 
open the car for the purpose of inspecting the contents—a right which t^ey 
might not have in the case of closed packages. Of course, we are not now 
speaking of cars in transit from a foreign country in bond and under the seal 
of the United States Custom House authorities.
